FOREWORD  RY  THE 
PRESIDENT 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  for  the  Institution’s 
112th  year*  deals  adequately  with  its  activities  during  that  period. 
The  year  which  is  reviewed  has,  I think,  been  one  of  progress  and  steady 
development.  The  activities  of  the  Institution  have  been  expanded,  the 
services  increased,  many  of  the  standards  improved. 

Numerous  factors  have  had  bearing  upon  the  successes  achieved  and 
many  people  in  all  walks  of  life  are  deserving  of  credit.  I should  be  remiss, 
however,  were  I not  to  acknowledge  the  tremendous  contribution  made 
in  planning  and  sound  policy  determination,  by  the  Honorary  Office 
Bearers  and  the  Directors,  who  give  so  generously  of  their  time,  drawing 
freely  upon  their  knowledge  and  experience  because  of  their  abiding 
' interest  in  these  handicapped  children.

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Your  Directors  arc  pleased  to  present  their  report 
on  the  alTairs  of  this  Royal  Institution  during  its 
1 12th  year*.  I he  period  has  seen  progress  in  every  aspect 
of  the  Institution’s  activities. 

The  planning  for  further  expansion  in  certain  aspects  of 
our  activities  continually  exercises  the  minds  of  Directors 
and  of  Management  as  it  has  done  over  the  many  years. 
The  Deaf  Blind  Trainable  School  at  the  North  Rocks 
Centre  has  now  reached  full  capacity,  with  an  increase  in 
pupil  population  during  the  last  12  months.  Details  of 
this  programme  appear  elsewhere  in  this  Report. 
Planning  for  the  Multi-Handicapped  Blind  programme 
has  progressed,  and  its  establishment  is  being  brought 
nearer  to  fruition.  Your  Board  anticipates  that  this  pro- 
gramme will  become  operative  during  the  latter  half  of 
1973  when  the  first  children  will  be  enrolled. 

VICE  REGAL  INTEREST 

The  Institution  is  indebted  to  His  Excellency,  The 
Governor  of  New  South  Wales.  Sir  Roden  Cutler,  V.C., 
K.C.M.G.,  K.C.V.O.,  C.B.E.  and  to  Lady  Cutler,  for 
their  constant  encouragement  and  interest.  Their  attend- 
ance at  functions,  and  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  is  most 
encouraging,  not  only  to  the  Directors  and  to  the  staff, 
but  to  the  many  auxiliary  and  ancillary  bodies  allied  to 
the  Institution. 


THE  CENTRE 

Activities  at  the  North  Rocks  Centre  have  been  extended 
during  the  year.  An  important  event  was  the  opening  of 
the  Science  Block  and  Braille  Library  by  the  Hon.  the 
Minister  for  Education  and  Science,  Mr.  Malcolm  Fraser. 
Mr  Fraser,  in  his  comments,  undertook  that  his  Depart- 
ment would  pay  a capitation  fee  to  the  Institution  based 
on  child  population.  To  date  this  promise  has  not  been 
fulfilled,  although  applications  have  been  lodged.  How- 
ever, negotiations  are  proceeding  with  Mr.  Fraser's  suc- 
cessor, the  Hon.  K.  E.  Beazley,  Minister  for  Education 
in  the  Federal  Government. 

Generally,  the  Centre  continues  to  function  most  effec- 
tively The  Deaf  Blind  Trainable  School  has  increased  its 
enrolment  to  14  children,  all  in  the  age  group  of  3 to  7 
years.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  children’s  health  has 
been  excellent  throughout  the  year.  More  and  more  em- 
phasis is  being  placed  on  integration  in  the  fullest  sense. 


and  participation  with  kical  groups  of  children  and  local 
sporting  bodies  continues  to  increase.  An  instance  of  this 
is  the  .Scouting  group  which  promoted  the  formation 
during  the  year  of  the  first  group  of  Blind  Cubs  in  New 
South  Wales. 

Planning  for  further  recreational  areas  for  the  children 
on  the  campus  received  a set-back.  Submissions  made  to 
the  Federal  Government  for  a subsidy  to  assist  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  extra  recreational  training  facilities  have, 
up  to  the  present  date,  been  refused.  Negotiations,  how- 
ever, will  be  continued  with  the  newly-appointed  Minister 
for  Social  Security. 

Much  time  has  been  devoted  by  the  Building  Committee 
and  the  Finance  Committee  during  the  year  in  planning 
the  establishment  of  the  programme  for  Multi-Handi- 
capped Blind  Children. 

At  the  request  of  the  Board,  the  Institution’s  architect, 
Mr.  Charles  Summerhayes,  undertook  a survey  in  Great 
Britain,  the  Netherlands  and  the  United  States  during  the 
year.  He  returned  with  many  new  ideas  which  will  be 
incorporated  in  the  plans. 

The  Board  has  secured  the  services  of  Mr.  Garth  Smith, 
who  has  been  put  in  charge  of  the  new  programme  for 
Multi-Handicapped  Blind  Children.  Your  Board  considers 
itself  fortunate  in  attracting  a man  of  such  wide  experience 
in  teaching  the  deaf,  the  blind,  and  the  sub-normal.  Again. 
Mr.  Smith  attended  a crash-course  in  study  at  Condover 
Hall  School  for  Multi-Handicapped  Blind  in  Great  Britain 
during  the  year.  He  returned  only  recently  to  take  up  his 
appointment  with  the  Board. 

Extra-curricula  training  and  vocational  guidance  activities 
have  continued  at  the  Centre  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Blind  Welfare  Committee  and  the  Deaf  Welfare  Com- 
mittee. 

The  welfare  services  under  the  control  of  the  joint  com- 
mittees continue  to  operate  most  successfully,  particularly 
in  the  field  of  job  placement,  all  school-leavers  having 
been  placed  in  employment  during  the  year.  This  fact 
reflects  great  credit  on  the  Welfare  Officer,  Miss  Ellen 
Weiner. 

The  mobility  programme  for  the  blind  continues  to  oper- 
ate efficiently  and  successfully,  and  several  seminars  were 
held  during  the  year.  The  summer  camp  in  December  was 
most  successful,  affording  not  only  enjoyment,  but  real 
advantage  to  the  blind  students  who  participated.  Further 
camping  activities  are  now  being  planned.

FINANCE 

Finance  is  the  key  either  to  success  or  to  failure  in  our 
operation,  and  this  all-important  fact  is  constantly  in  the 
minds  of  your  Directors.  Given  adequate  income,  services 
can  be  maintained  and  improved;  expansion  is  possible; 
standards  set  may  be  attained. 

The  income  and  expenditure  account  appearing  on  page 
16  discloses  a record  figure  of  income  for  the  year  under 
review.  Endowments  maintained  the  previous  high  level, 
at  $186,000. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  income  from  all  sources 
reached  the  sum  of  $787,000,  thus  making  possible  a 
transfer  of  an  excess  of  income  of  $180,000  to  the 
Accumulated  Funds.  This  surplus  will  be  available  to 
meet  the  cost  of  the  new  buildings  for  the  proposed  Multi- 
Handicapped  Blind  programme  at  the  Centre. 

The  increase  in  operating  costs  during  the  year  of 
$102,000  was  substantially  caused  by  increases  in  award 
wages  and  in  the  national  wage. 

The  increase  in  the  numbers  of  children,  particularly 
those  needing  intensive  care,  as  well  as  the  expansion  of 
services  to  them,  necessitated  increases  in  staff.  This 
accounts  for  some  of  the  additional  charges  compared 
with  last  year’s  figures,  although  appointments  of  addi- 
tional head  office  staff  of  both  a permanent  and  tempor- 
ary nature  were  made  in  order  to  increase  the  income  to 
a maximum  so  that  unavoidable  increases  in  costs  at  the 
Centre  could  be  met. 

Operational  increases  have  been  kept  to  a minimum  con- 
siste.it  with  quality,  whilst  receipts  from  almost  every 
avenue  have  been  encouraging  in  their  steady  upward 
trendy  Both  Federal  and  State  Governments  have  made 
significant  financial  contributions,  the  sum  of  $103,000 
having  been  received  from  these  sources. 

Grateful  acknowledgement  is  made  to  the  responsible 
Ministers  for  their  sympathetic  consideration  of  the  Insti- 
tution’s claims,  claims  which  have  been  valid  only  during 


the  last  year  or  two  following  the  legislation  brought  down 
in  that  time  by  the  Federal  Government. 

Summarised,  the  financial  position  has  improved  during 
the  year.  Indeed,  it  has  been  so  satisfactory  that  your 
Directors  are  confident  that  continuing  public  support  will 
enable  the  Institution  to  meet  inevitably  rising  costs. 
These  are  constantly  thrust  upon  us.  Your  Board  is  also 
sure  that  capital  costs  and  servicing  commitments  for  the 
programme  for  Multi-Handicapped  Blind  Children  can 
be  met  and  sustained. 

BOARD  MEMBERSHIP 

During  the  year  the  Directors  regretfully  accepted  Mr. 
Clive  Reid’s  resignation  from  the  Board.  They  are  most 
appreciative  of  the  fact  that  after  so  long  a period  as  a 
Director,  Mr.  Reid’s  interest  in  the  Institution’s  work 
continues,  and  this  interest  is  shared  by  Mrs.  Reid. 

The  Board  was  strengthened  during  the  year  by  the  accept- 
ance by  Dr.  Barrie  Scrivener  of  the  Directors’  invitation 
to  join  them.  Dr.  Scrivener  has  given  service  as  the  honor- 
ary otological  specialist  for  the  Institution  for  many  years. 
He  brings  to  the  Board  a wealth  of  medical  experience 
and  knowledge. 

APPOINTMENT  OF  LIFE  GOVERNOR 

During  the  year  Mr.  F.  E.  J.  Butcher,  General  Manager 
of  the  Commonwealth  Trading  Bank  of  Australia,  was 
appointed  a Life  Governor  of  the  Institution  as  the 
representative  of  his  Bank.  This  honour  was  conferred 
as  token  of  the  Board’s  appreciation  of  the  substantial 
financial  support  the  Bank  has  given. 

Mr.  Butcher  joins  a select  body  of  only  14  Life  Governors 
who  have  been  appointed  in  the  112  years’  history  of  the 
Institution. 

HONORARY  PROFESSIONAL  STAFF 

Your  Directors  are  deeply  indebted  to  the  ladies  and 
gentlemen  of  the  honorary  professional  staff  who  are 
devoted  in  their  work  for  and  their  attention  to  the 
children.  Their  professionally  specialised  skills  are  given 
freely  and,  largely  because  of  this,  our  big  family  enjoys 
general  good  health  and  excellent  spirits. 

Thanks  are  due  to  Messrs.  Maclean,  Stewart  & Co.  for 
their  advice  and  assistance  in  legal  matters,  and  to  the 
honorary  auditors,  Messrs.  A.  W.  Buttered,  Porter  & Co., 
whose  services  and  advice  are  always  readily  available. 
The  Board  also  records  its  gratitude  to  our  architect,  Mr. 
Charles  Summerhayes,  for  his  unfailing  attention  to  our 
requirements.

The  Minister,  the  Hon.  Eric  Willis,  M.L.A.,  and  his 
Director-General  of  Education,  Mr.  J.  Buggie,  have  main- 
tained the  close  liaison  which  has  existed  for  so  long 
between  the  Department  and  the  Institution.  The  recent 
appointment  of  Mr.  M.  E.  Thomas  as  Director  of  Guid- 
ance and  Special  Education  is  one  which  your  Board 
feels  will  further  cement  the  satisfactory  relationship.  The 
Directors  look  forward  to  another  successful  year  in 
association  with  the  Department,  to  the  children’s  benefit. 
Appreciation  is  recorded  of  the  efforts  of  the  Teaching 
Staff  of  the  North  Rocks  School  for  Blind  Children  and 
the  North  Rocks  Central  School  for  Deaf  Children. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  CHILD  WELFARE 

A substantial  contribution  both  in  terms  of  finance  as 
well  as  interest  and  co-operation  has  been  made  by  the 
Department  of  Child  Welfare. 

We  are  especially  indebted  to  the  Hon.  John  Waddy, 
O.B.E.,  D.F.C.,  M.L.A.,  the  Minister  holding  the  port- 
folio of  Youth  and  Community  Services,  who  administers 
this  Department.  His  unflagging  sympathy  in  these  areas 
of  welfare  is  particularly  accented  in  regard  to  children 
with  handicaps. 

KINDRED  ORGANISATIONS 

The  Institution  continues  to  enjoy  liaison  with  The  Royal 
Blind  Society  of  N.S.W.,  The  Royal  Guide  Dogs  for  the 
Blind  Associations  of  Australia,  the  Adult  Deaf  & Dumb 
Society  of  N.S.W.,  and  the  many  various  interstate 
agencies  in  the  fields  of  deaf  and  blind  welfare.

of  America  and  in  New  Zealand.  Thus  your  Board  is 
kept  closely  informed  on  trends  and  developments  in  the 
leading  kindred  organisations  both  at  home  and  abroad. 

CONSULTATIVE  COUNCIL  ON 
THE  HANDICAPPED 

Your  Board  welcomed  the  decision  by  the  Hon.  John 
Waddy  to  form  a Consultative  Council  on  the  Handi- 
capped. This  Council  will  act  in  an  advisory  capacity 
to  the  Inter-Departmental  Standing  Committee  for  the 
Handicapped. 

The  Board’s  representative  on  the  Council  is  the  Chief 
Executive,  whose  appointment  by  the  Minister  is  for  a 
period  of  four  years. 

PARENTS’  GROUPS 

It  is  encouraging  and  most  pleasing  to  report  the  recent 
formation  of  the  Parents’  & Friends’  Association  of  the 
Deaf  and  Blind  Children’s  Centre.  This  group  of  active

Few  important  decisions  arc  made  by  the  Board  before 
reference  to  and  recommendations  from  the  standing  com- 
mittee concerned.

The  contribution  made  by  the  Institution’s  ancillary  bodies 
has  been  substantial  in  terms  of  finance.  The  direct  return 
was  $56,006.  In  addition,  the  auxiliaries  contributed  a 
sum  of  $10,783  to  the  total  amount  returned  from  Pen 
Days  and  Street  Appeals.  They  subscribed  $2,287  to  the 
Telethon  and  a further  $11,861  to  the  Lovely  Mother- 
hood Quest,  thus  achieving  a total  for  the  year  of  $80,937. 

This  gratifying  figure  in  our  annual  accounts  does  not 
include  the  intangible  value  of  the  interest  and  encourage- 
ment derived  from  the  enthusiasm  of  these  groups,  nor 
the  very  definite  value  of  their  activities  from  the  point 
of  view  of  publicity  and  public  relations.

ART  UNIONS 

The  Art  Union  Committee  was  formed  in  1958  under  the 
Chairmanship  of  Mr.  F.  W.  Sutton.  For  14  years  it  has 
operated  successfully,  and  once  again  this  year  established 
record  figures,  yielding  a sum  of  $41,879  to  the  Institu- 
tion’s income.  This  truly  remarkable  effort  is  most  praise- 
worthy and  the  Committee  is  to  be  congratulated.  The 
promoter,  Mr.  .-Man  Major,  and  his  staff,  too,  merit  our 
grateful  thanks. 
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FORGOTTEN  CHILDREN  PROJECT 

During  the  year,  Mr.  Ci.  W.  E.  Harraclough,  Chairman 
of  Unilever  Australia  Pty.  Limited,  and  a Life  Governor 
of  the  Institution,  generously  agreed  to  the  Board  s request 
to  preside  over  a campaign  to  provide  the  capital  funds 
for  the  programme  for  Multi-Handicapped  Blind  Children. 
The  Appeal  is  being  directed  to  public  companies  and 
corporate  bodies,  and  is  continuing  very  successfully.  The 
Board  is  confiident  that  the  target  of  $100,000  will  be 
reached. 

TELETHON 

On  Good  Friday,  March  31,  1972,  United  Telecastcrs 
Ltd.  conducted  a 36-hour  telethon  through  Channel  10 
to  aid  the  Institution.  The  response  from  the  public  was 
most  gratifying,  both  to  the  management  and  staff  of 
Channel  10,  as  well  as  to  the  Board  and  staff  of  the 


Institution.  It  fully  justified  the  intensive  organisation 
and  planning  that  preceded  the  telethon. 

Our  sincere  thanks  go  to  the  management  of  Channel  10, 
to  the  members  of  the  Institution’s  committees,  and  to 
the  telephonists  of  the  P.M.G.’s  Department,  the  M.W.S. 
& D.  Board,  the  Main  Roads  Department  and  Sydney 
County  Council;  to  the  service  clubs;  to  the  Institution’s 
staff,  and  to  the  artists  and  many  hundreds  of  individual 
voluntary  helpers  who  jointly  made  this  effort  a resound- 
ing success.  Our  special  thanks  go  to  Mr.  George  Mc- 
Encroe  of  Nationwide  Food  Service  Pty.  Ltd.  who  gen- 
erously provided  all  the  meals  for  the  voluntary  workers. 
A sum  of  $104,555  resulted  from  the  telethon.

RESEARCH 

Your  Directors  have  for  some  time  been  concerned  over 
the  standard  of  speech,  communication  and  language  com- 
prehension amongst  the  deaf  children  at  the  Centre. 

It  is  felt  that  much  can  be  done  within  the  residences 
in  out-of-school  hours  to  assist  the  children  in  their  cimti- 
munication  problems,  to  help  them  to  a better  under- 
standing and  comprehension  of  language,  and  to  thus 
make  the  road  to  integration  easier.  Accordingly,  talks 
have  been  held  with  professorial  staff  at  Macquarie 
University. 

It  is  hoped  that  a programme  of  research  will  be  estab- 
lished jointly  between  the  two  bodies,  financed  by  the 
Institution  and  in  liaison  with  the  Directorate  of  Special 
Education,  which,  over  a period  of  one  or  two  years, 
may  lead  to  satisfactory  conclusions  in  this  important  area. 


NEW  HEAD  OFFICE  PREMISES 

Towards  the  close  of  the  year  under  review,  your  Board, 
aware  of  the  overcrowded  and  inconvenient  conditions  at 
the  Castlereagh  Street  head  office  building,  sought  to 
acquire  new  headquarters.  A building  at  111-115  Chandos 
Street,  St.  Leonards  was  finally  selected.  The  old  Castle- 
rcagh  Street  premises,  purchased  for  $135,000  some  three 
years  ago,  have  been  sold  for  $295,000  and  the  new 
premises  will  be  occupied  shortly. 

The  move  will  do  much  to  improve  comfort  and  efficiency, 
which  will  undoubtedly  be  reflected  in  better  overall 
results  for  the  Institution. 

The  success  of  the  Institution  during  the  year  has  been 
due  to  very  many  people  and  it  is  impossible  to  name 
them  all.  Your  Directors  feel  a deep  sense  of  gratitude 
to  all  who  have  given  support  and  assistance  and  trust 
that  this  aid  and  understanding  will  be  continued  in  the 
future. 


It  is  fitting  also  to  record  appreciation  to  the  members 
of  staff  for  their  efforts,  both  at  the  Centre  and  at  head 
office.  They  have  shown  continued  enthusiasm  and  interest 
and  sincerity,  allied  to  a deep  concern  for  the  children 
to  whose  benefit  their  efforts  are  directed. 

1972  has  been  a year  of  problems  but  it  has  also  been 

a year  of  achievement.  Much  that  has  been  brought  to 

fruition  gives  cause  for  satisfaction,  yet  we  are  fully  aware 
that  a great  deal  remains  to  be  done.

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What  Our  Former  Students  Are  Doing 

The  Institution  maintains  the  closest  liaison  with  former  pupils  after  they  leave  North 
Rocks  Centre  and  is  always  ready  to  give  them  assistance  and  guidance.  During  their  final 
years  at  school  a series  of  seminars  is  conducted  by  the  Welfare  Officer,  Miss  Ellen 
Weiner,  designed  to  aid  them  in  deciding  their  future  avenues  of  employment.  She 
assists  them  to  find  jobs  and  keeps  in  touch  with  them  regularly  until  they  are  firmly 
established  in  their  new  careers. 

Following  are  the  stories  of  some  of  our  more  recent  students  since  they  left  North 
Rocks. 


IAN  VVESTERLANI)  19  years  Blind 

After  leaving  North  Roeks,  Ian  attended  the  Northmead 
High  School  where  he  became  a prefect  and  successfully 
matriculated.  Last  year  he  worked  for  the  Institution  at 
North  Rocks  in  the  Blind 
Residential  School  where 
he  trained  the  house 
mothers  in  Braille.  He  was 
a very  successful  teacher 
because  they  all  secured  the 
Braille  Proficiency  Certifi- 
cate. He  completed  the 
Lifeline  Counselling  Course 
and  is  now  a voluntary 
counsellor  on  call  at  any 
time. 

He  is  now  studying  law 
part  time  at  Sydney  Uni- 
versity and  is  taking  the 
Barristers’  Admission  Board 
Course.  The  Institution  is  assisting  him  by  providing  law 
books  in  Braille.  He  hopes  to  complete  this  course  in 
4f  years,  and  his  ambition  is  to  practise  as  a barrister. 

ROGER  McKenzie  20  years  Blind 

Roger  gained  his  School  Certificate  at  North  Rocks  in 
1970.  He  then  transferred  to  the  Heathcote  High 
School  whence  he  sat  for  his  Higher  School  Certificate 
last  year,  passing  success- 
fully. 

He  has  had  always  a keen 
interest  in  history  and  poli- 
tics and  debating,  and  is  a 
fluent  speaker. 

He  joined  the  staff  of  the 
Institution  at  the  end  of 
last  year  as  a cadet  in  the 
Public  Relations  Depart- 
ment and  has  since  com- 
pleted a course  in  public 
speaking  in  preparation  for 
addressing  service  clubs  and 
kindred  organisations. 


JULIA  ALLEN  17  years  Deaf 

Julia  first  attended  the  Institution  when  the  Deaf  School 
was  still  at  Darlington  and  she  was  only  three  years  of 
age.  She  was  a prefect  in  1968  and  1969,  and  School 
Captain  in  1970.  and  1971.
